Jt is therefoze O2dained by the 
Lo2ds and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, 
(That all that Pzecinct included within the 
Bounds and Limits hereafter expzeſled, that is 
to ſay, beginningin the Strand , at the Eaftend 
of the Mefſuage, called Bedtord Youſe, and in- 
cluding the ſaid Youſe , with all the out-You- 
ſes, Gardens, Yards, Buildings, and Backſides 
therennto belonging ; And all thoſe Youſes 
within the narrow Bounds, that is to ſay, foz- 
ty Foot without the B2ick wall, And all Youy- 
ſes, Edifices, and Butldings, and Lands with- 
in the ſaid Bounds and Pectnct,be from hence-
